CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 16.—Ac- 
cumulating evidence today apparent- 
ly revealed the exact cause of the 
fire, explosion and release of deadly 
gases yesterday at the Cleveland 
Clinic which have taken 124 lives, | 
with many other persons injured and 
likely to die. 

The poison gas which killed vir- 
tually all the victims came from the 
spontanécus combustion of an ac- 
cumulation of X-ray films, the rec- 
ords of hundreds of patients, stored 
in a smal! brick room off the furnace 
room in the cellar of the Clinic. 

The gas was instantly discharged 
throughout the puilding through the 
funnels of the modern ventilating | 
system, installed to bring healing 
fresh air to the sick who came there 
for cure. 

The explosion of the X-ray films 
apparently was caused by overheat- 
ing following a leak in a steam pipe 
in the hospital's heating system, ac-

He will 
assume charge of the Interborough’s 
fare battle when he returns in the 
Fall. 

Indifferent to Hostile Move. 

While the protective committee 
formed by stockholders of the Man- 
hattan Railway Company who dis- 
approve of the policy of the Inter- 
borough with regard to unification 
and other problems was preparing to 
enter into communication with the 
city authorities with a view to ob- 
taining representation in future uni- 
fication conferences and other nego-

Why 
could this not have happened nearer 
Lakehurst instead of on this side of 
the ocean? 


Full Confidence in Eckener. 


It is bad luck, but it cannot be 
helped. 

The great question in the discus- 
sion that followed Dr. Eckener’s an- 
nouncement was how long it woud 
take to make repairs at the hangar 
at Friedrichshafen. 

Two hours later we were flying 
rorthward along the Spanish coast. 
A grim humor ruled at the dinner 
table. Only then did we find out 
that no one thought for a single 
moment of any danger. The feeling 
of safety was complete. The ma- 
terial damage did not weaken our 
confidence in our leaders. 

Now that we are convinced that 
we must bear the inevitable, the 
passengers are making the best of 
it over their white and red wine. 
We all wonder how long it will take 
to make repairs at Friedrichshafen. 
It may be quite some time because 
there are no spare motors ready. 
Investigation of the cause of the 
damage may also take a lot of time. 


All Were in Good Spirits. 


Our take-off early this morning 
proceeded smoothly and rapidly, 
though the weather was a trifle 
hazy. We were soon flying in the 


direction of Marseilles and Gibraltar. 
Between Lake Constance and Basle 
we were met by a squadron of Swiss 


airplanes, whose occupants waved 
greetings to us, which we reciprocat- 
ed until we lost sight of them. 

Everybody aboard was in the best 
of spirits. Mrs. Mary Pierce of New 
York was the most enthusiastic of 
all and had been feeding peanuts to 
the gorilla Susie which was to be 
taken to America for sale. 

It is now sleeping time. Instead 
of looking ahead one must now look 
backward; instead of thinking that 
tomorrow about this time we shall 
be half way across the Atlantic, one 
thinks that yesterday about the same 
time we were at Friedrichshafen and 
are returning. One cannot even feel 
satisfaction at having escaped possi- 
ble danger and the prospect of being 
safely home again. Never for a sin- 
gle moment did one have a feeling 
of the slightest danger. It was only 
bad luck we had. Too bad!

Night Bombing Raid Launched. 


The first night bombing raid was 
started at 9 o'cloc’: tonight when a 
Blue group of six giart bombers of 
the Second Bombardment Squadron 
took off at ten-minute intervals to 
attack a Red Army pursuit airdrome | 
at Winchester, Ohio, fifteen miles 
south of the Red capital.

History of the Banks. 


Both the Equitable Trust Company 
and the National Bank 
have interesting histories. The 
Equitable was founded on April 19, 


1871, as the Traders Deposit Com- 
pany, starting with an initial capi- 
tal of $50,000. In 1902 the name was 
changed to the Equitable Trust Com- 
pany of New York and fts activities 
were extended to include every 
banking function. In that year the 
paid-in capital stock was increased 
to $1,000,000, and in 1903 to $3,000,- 
000. The surplus in that year was 
$8,500,000 and the undivided profits 
$540,000. Since 1903 the nank’s 
growth has been rapid. Subsequent 
growth in the capitalization has been

Autopsies by the coroner and blood 
tests in the hospitals in attempts to 
determine how to save those still liv- 
ing, revealed that a large part of the 
poison was hydrocyanic acid gas, the 
gas used by professional rat extermi- 
nators because of its unfailing and 
instantaneous effect. 


Crile Turns to Rehabilitation. 


Dr. George W. Crile, surgical head 
of the clinic, seemed to have ab- 
sorbed the catastrophe by some ap- 
plication of the shock-elimination 
technique which he perfected during 
his services as consulting specialist 
with the army in France during the 
World War. 

Having remained during the night 
at the Clinic Hospital, where his as- 
sociate, Dr. John Phillips, died from 
the effects of the gas, Dr. Crile in 
the morning immediately began work 
toward the restoration of the insti- | 
tution. By noon he had estimates 
of the cost of restoring the building 
and its equipment. Contractors said 
it could be done within a month, | 
since the building itself had not been 
much damaged by fire, the gas being 
the principal part of the catastrophe. 

During the morning Dr. Crile pre- 
sided at a meeting of the clinic trus- 
tees and received an offer of finan- 
cial support to reconstruct one of

Even now the powers 
of the Senate are limited, the pre-

The Greek Constitution as a whole 
may be characterized as a composite 
document, retaining, in respect of 
certain points, the traditions of the 
constitutional monarchy, based, in 
respect of others, on the democratic 
pemeree borrowed mostly from 
‘rench and English doctrines. 

The chief preoccupation in the 
Constitution appears to be the abo- 
ition of personal government and 
the establishment of a true parlia- 
mentary republic. | 

The Senate consists of 120 Sena- 
tors. At least ninety must be elected 
by the people and ten may be desig- 
nated by the Chamber and the Sen- 
ate in joint session at the beginning 
of each legislative period. The Sena- 
tors are elected for ten years and 
replaced by thirds every three years. | 
The Senators designated by the 
Chamber and the Senate jointly keep | 
their mandate only during the legis- | 
lative period of the Chamber.

A portrait of Oscar Wilde by Tou- 
louse Lautrec brought 290,000 francs 
(about $11,268), and a small drawing 
by Leurat. ‘‘Bridge at Courbevoie,”’ 
fetched 68,000 francs (about $2,666). 

The Luxembourg Museum acquired 
a series of six decorative panels of 
the Luxembourg Gardens by Vuillard 
for 200,000 francs (about $7,840). An 
other Toulouse Lautrec, ‘‘Moulin de 
la Galette,”’ brought 68,000 francs. 

This was the second sensational art 
sale this week, for the famous Marius 
Paulme collection of eighteenth cen- 
tury art objects and paintings piled 
up a record price for Paris when the 
auction of bronzes and statuary yes- 
terday brought the final total to 
more than 15,000,000 francs.

The Shell Petroleum Corporation, 
an international organization with 
headquarters in London, has joined 
with a group of New York financiers 
in a building program which calls 
for the erection of several large oil- 
cracking units in the United States 
and in foreign oil centres, according 
to an announcement made last night 
in the Engineers Club by Fred B. 
Lloyd, president of the Petroleum 
Conversion Corporation, at a dinner 
of officers and directors of his cor- 
poration. 

One of the units to be built in the 
United States will be the largest in 
the oil-refining industry, Mr. Lloyd 
said. The plants will be stragetically 
located at a cost of several millions 
of dollars and are expected to revo- 
lutionize the present methods of 
manufacturing gasoline, he declared. 

The first plant projected and con- 
tracted for by the Shell Petroleum 
Corporation will be at Wood River, 
Iill., and is to have a daily capacity 
of 420,000 gallons. By agreement 
this plant is to have precedence over 
a similar unit being built for the 
Western Oil and Refining Company, 
for which contracts have already 
been let to C. F. Braun & Co. of 
Los Angeles One unit will be 
erected at Wilmington, Cal. The 
other sites were not announced.

complainant Holds Body’s Actions 
Subject to Review, Defendant 
Contends They Are Not. 


The appeal taken from the decision 
of former Federal Judge Francis A. 
Winslow, dismissing the suit of 
rank G. Raichle, a Buffalo lawyer 
who sought to restrain the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York from 
enforcing increased rediscount rates, 
was argued yesterday before the Cir- 
cuit Court. Mr. Raichle’s complaint 
explained that the bank was organ- 
ied to furnish an elastic currency, 
to afford means of discounting com- 

mercial paper and to establish a 
more effective supervision of banking. 

It was not established, the com- 
piaint asserted, to create a money 
despotism which would control and 
manipulate paternalistically or other- 
wise all the monetary resources of 
the country. In dismissing the suit 
Judge Winslow said that at this late 
date the power of Congress to estab- 
lish a banking system would hardly 
be questioned and that the necessary 
limitations and subjections of indi- 
yidual opinion incidental to the estab- 
lishment and present operation of 
the national banking system did not 
run counter to the provisions of the 
Fifth Amendment, 

In the argument yesterday it was 
contended that the respondent was 
not an entity which was beyond 
reach of the courts and that its acts 
might be subject to judicial review 
and control; that the activity of the 
defendant was inimical to the plain- 
tiffs interests as an investor and 
stock trader, and that it was en- 
gaged in a course which had for its 
object the arbitrary reduction in the 
yolume of collateral or brokers’ loans. 
It was alleged that the plaintiff 


sought to enjoin the defendant from 
spreading propaganda concerning an 


alieged money shortage, from doing‘ 


anything tending to curtail the credit 
resources of the country, from en- 
gaging in unwarranted and excessive 
open market speculations, and re- 
moving a large amount of cash and 
its incidental credit from the use of 
the investing public. 

Counsel for the defendant con- 
tended that the bill was wholly want- 
ing in any allegation of fact point- 
ing to specific damage or loss to the 
plaintiff, that the plaintiff associated 
himself with the general public and 
that he asked no remedy peculiarly 
addressed to himself or his affairs.

Court Denies Clemency on Pledge 
to Restore Money—$40,000 
Swindles Laid to Them. 


Harry F. Spalding, 45 years old, of 
515 West 150th Street, and Jack 
Secord, 46 years old, of 15 Wads 
worth Avenue, who defrauded about 
fifty wage earners ina spurious real 
estate transaction at Madison Park,

The prosecutor said the total of the 
frauds committed by the pair was 
about $40,000. Investigation showed 
that Spalding and Secord had formed 
a corporation and agreed to purchase 
land in Madison Park. They placed 
hardly any money in the venture, 
however, giving a $76,000 mortgage 
to the former owners. Then they 
started an advertising campaign, of 
fering lots at low prices and prom- 
ising that the New Jersey approach 
to the Hudson River Bridge under 
construction would be located on the 
property. They failed to meet an 
interest charge of $1,100 on the mort- 
gage, however, and when foreclosure 
proceedings were instituted those 
from whom they had received money 
for lots found they were without 
anything to back thelr claim. 


WILL ROGERS DEPICTS 
COOLIDGE AS HUMORIST 


Relates His Comment on the 
Franking Privilege for Ex- 
Presidents as Example. 


Calvin Coolidge ‘‘has more real, 
downright, subtle humor than any 
one we have in public life,"’ Will 
Rogers contends in an article in the 
June issue of The American Maga- 
zine.

The abnorma! financial 
and industrial conditions that have 
prevailed here since the war and “‘the 
fantastic ‘new era’ delusion based 
upon them,”’ have created both here 
nd abroad an extraordinary miscon- 
ception of the international financial 
position of the United States and its 
relation to her foreign trade and 
trade policies, Mr. Jordan said. Al- 
though it is true, he continued, that 
the l’nited States has become within 
a relatively few years a great, if 
not the greatest, international money 
market. it cannot be said ‘‘that we 
have beon extending our net creditor 
position since the war at any abnor- 
mal rate or dangerously draining off 
our capital savings for foreign uses 
1 our tremendous _ industrial 
h and economic resources are 
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years of this century had continued. 
He pointed out that nearly half of 
the $16,000,000,000 of foreign credits 
held by this country ‘‘represent bar- 
ren and unproductive war debts, the 
proceeds of which have gone up in 
smoke." At least two-thirds of the 
original nominal value of these debts 
has already been written off, he said, 
and the task confronting the debt ex- 
perts in Paris is to ascertain not only 
how much more of them to write off 
but how to transform the remainder 
into a reproductive debt through an 
international bank which can mobil- 
ize and convert them into productive 
assets 

‘Apart from these,’’ Mr. Jordan 
continued, ‘‘the net creditor position 
of this country has tended since 1922 
to settle down to a relatively stable 
and normal basis. 

“It is equally a delusion that in 
the years since 1922 we have been 
selling our goods abroad on the in- 
stalment plan, sustaining our huge 
volume of exports on credit and pre- 
venting compensating imports of 
commodities by our foreign invest- 
ments and our high tariff wall. The 
fact is rather that the persistent ex- 
port balance of merchandise which 
has amazed and alarmed us during 
these years has been for the most 
part merely normal good business, 
on a quid pro quo basis. In every 
year from 1921 to 1927, the actual 
balance of all tangible trade, lump- 
ing together merchandise, gold and 
services, was probably against us, 
and we have been importing more 
than we exported.

these efforts have constituted one 
of the greatest contributions to inter- 
national welfare in the world’s his- 
tory, and the attacks to which the 
Reserve authorities have been sub 
jected through failure to understand 
their significance is one of the most 
colossal exhibitions of public stu- 
pidity on record. 

“We are by no means fully de 
veloped industrially and financially 
Despite our rapid and sudden altera- 
tion from a debtor to a creditor posi- 
tion, we still stand in this respect 
midway between the older and more 
highly industrialized nations of Eu- 
rope and the undeveloped nations 
like Canada and South America, des- 
tined for long to draw capital from 
the former for our own development 
and to lend capital to the latter for 
theirs. As our creditor relations 
grow naturally the course of ten 
twenty years, we shall find our- 
selves lending more than we borrow 
and therefore bound to receive in 
payment more goods than we sell. In 
such time the Reserve System and 
its cooperation with the central 
banks of the world will be a most 
important factor in minimizing the 
impact on our industries and trade 
of our transition to a full-fledged 
ereditor nation. To face this fu- 
ture with security the power and 
authority of our Reserve System 
must stand unchallenged and un- 
impaired."’

WASHINGTON, May 16.-Major 
Gen. George O. Squier, former Chief 
of the Army Signal Corps, told the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce today that there should be a 
combination of radio and cable com- 
panies in the United States to com- 
pete with similar combinations in 
Europe, principally in Great Britain. 

“Such a combination,’’ General 
Squier said, ‘‘would either have to 
be government-owned or certainly 
government controlled.”” If such a 
combination is not allowed by the 
government, he said, ‘‘our foreign 
business will be seriously handi- 
capped.”’ ; 

Senator Dill of Washington, who 
has opposed the proposed merger of 
the International Telephone’ ana 
Telegraph Company with the Radio 
Corporation of America, interjected 
that the Radio Corporation is will- 
ing to put $100,000,000 into such a 
merger, but that most of that would 
be the value of wave lengths which 
the government had donated to the 
company. 

“We do not want to have such a 
merger with $60,000,000 of watered 
stock,’’ said Senator Dill. 

General Squier was testifying at 
the hearing on the Couzens com- 
munications commission bill. 

Questioned by members of the com- 
mittee as to whether he thought 
such a commission was advisable, 
General Squier said there would be 
need for such a commission even- 
tually, but he thought it could wait 
for a few years. 

“Radio needs government regula- 


tions,’’ said General Squier eat 
should be regulated, without its 
being retarded. If anything needs 


watching, it is radio.’’ 

General Squier told the committee 
that the army and navy are doing 
wonderful work in radio and that 
there was no question that the Radio 
Corporation of Amertea and other 
commercial concerns were greatly 
benefiting by the radio experimental 
work of these two branches of the 
government.

CHICAGO HOTELS STOP 
SERVICE TO DRINKERS 


Will Not Send Ginger Ale and 
Ice to Rooms for Use 


With Liquor. 


Special to The New York Times, 
CHICAGO, May 16.—Steps have 
been taken by several of Chicago's 
leading hotels to compel their patrons 
to observe the letter of the prohibi 
tion law. 

The Stevens, on Michigan Boule 
vard, today stopped the serving of 
ginger ale, sparkling water, ice or 


‘‘set-ups’’ in its rooms The new 
ruling at the Stevens is similar to 
that which has been in effect at 
most of the country clubs near Chi- 
cago since the opening of the 1929 
season, investigation today disclosed 

“We want to do everything in our 
power to assist in the enforcement 
of the Eighteenth Amendment, and 
we decided that was the best way we 
could help,’’ said E. J. Stevens. “A 
similar order has been in effect at 
the Hotel La Salle for some time. 
Ice water will still go to the rooms, 
of course, but not bowls of ice.”’ 

The Blackstone, across the street 
from the Stevens, does not serve set- 
ups in the rooms, but will send up 
ice and sparkling waters. There has 
been no change in other hotels, as 
far as has been ascertained, in re- 
gard to the matter. 

A unique system is in operation at 
the Morrison. Ice and ginger ale o1 
charged water is served in the 
rooms, but not as an accompaniment 
to alcoholic drinks. A card is pre- 
sented to the guest with every order 
of ice or ginger ale, which he must 
sign, according to Joseph Brunette 
Jnanager. Thi ecard says 

The undersigned agrees not to use 
this water to mix with intoxicating 
liquors.”’

The New York 
statute of 1920 was followed by the 
Federal arbitration act of 1925 

Under the latter an _ arbitration 
clause in a contract is not revocable 
at the will of one party, but only 
for such reasons, legal or equitable, 
as justify the revocation of any con- 
tract. Otherwise it is enforceable in 
the courts and enforced. This is the 
law, too, in California, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and Oregon; and the friends 
of commercial arbitration are con- 
stantly working for the passing of 
similar legislation in the other 
States. 

The proof of the pudding is the 
eating. In the first three months 
of this year eighty-five controver- 
sies, in which the aggregate amount 
in dispute was some $2,200,000, were 
disposed of by the Arbitration Asso- 
ciation. Nearly half of these were 
amicably settled before the stage 
of formal arbitration. All were set- 
tled without litigation. The work 
is only in its beginning. Here is 
one promising means of reducing 
congested court calendars. The ma- 
chinery is too well known to need 
description. The arbitrators are ex- 
perts. They are selected from a 
competent panel. For the most part 
they serve without pay. The asso- 
ciation is doing its work well. In 
time, it is to be hoped, the advan- 
tages of arbitration will commend 
themselves to business men in every 
State. 





NEWS FROM THE ELEVATED. 


It is too early to estimate the full 
effect of the decision of a group of 
Manhattan Elevated stockholders to 
form a protective committee. Much 
will depend on how many of them 
join in the move and on the plan 
of action which they may formulate. 
Their course will be affected, too, 
by pending court manoeuvres and 
by the progress of the negotiations 
for subway unification. The forma- 
tion of the committee may have 
large significance, particularly if it 
should result in a cleavage between 
the stockholders of the Manhattan 
and the directors of the Interbor- 
ough. The Transit Commission some 
weeks ago issued an appeal over the 
heads of the latter to the “real 
owners" of the company. 

Since the Supreme Court handed 
down its decision in the seven-cent 
fare case there have been recurrent 
rumors of a separate action to test 
the rights of the elevated roads to 
an increased fare. More than one 
legal authority is of the opinion that 
they have a much better chance for 
a favorable decision than the sub- 
way lines. For years they have been 
operated at a _ considerable loss, 
which the Interborough, under its 
arrangement with the Manhattan 
Company, has had to meet out of 
subway earnings. The Supreme 
Court, while denying the Interbor- 
ough’s plea for a higher fare on its 
unified transit system, pointed out 
that the elevated lines were “ not 
prospering.” But Mr. AMSTER in his 
letter to the Manhattan stockholders 
goes too far when he asks them to 
note that the “ court referred to the 
“value of the Manhattan for rate- 
‘ making purposes as being in ex- 
“cess of $150,000,000." The court 
only remarked that the value was 
‘said to be” above that figure and 
did not commit itself to any such 
valuation. 

Whether the elevated lines in 
Manhattan could be successfully 
operated at a higher rate of fare 
has long been a lively topic of dis- 
cussion in transit circles. The an- 
swer depends on psychological as 
well as economic factors. Even 
under present conditions the elevated 
lines have had difficulty in main- 
taining their share of the traffic, in 
spite of the propaganda in The Sub- 
way Sun. Soon they will have to 
meet the added competition of the 
new city subways. A fare differen-

OUR WANING RESPECT. 


It Is Not for the Law Alone, but for 


the Lawmakers as Well. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 


The morning's news brings us the 
words of Chief Justice Taft that 
“there is the necessity of changing 
the minds of the American people 
from little things to the largest prin- 
ciple that confronts us, namely, the 
necessity of enforcing the law.’’ The 
President is quoted to the effect that 
“‘we are confronted with the possi- 
bility that respect for law as law is 
fading from the sensibilities of our 
people.”’ For a setting and back- 


ground to these statements there are 
some more prohibition killings and 
new developments in the Dennett 
case and the birth-control raid. 
Mr. Wickersham tells us that our 
nation was founded on respect for 
law as law. But this last statement 
surely contains a fallacy. Only the 
bravest of men could invade seven- 
teenth century North America, and 
we know the impulse behind them 
was dissent from law, or, to be exact, 
from laws; for they were in fact the 
normally law-abiding. As a matter 
of fact, much the same phenomenon 
was present then as now, namely, 
the armed makers of laws were 


actually enforcing contemptible laws 


against the normally law-abiding, 


and, by so doing, marshaling the 
latter into alignment with the nor- 
mally lawless. The settlement of the 
American Colonies was the solution. 
In the seventeenth century the easi- 
est thing for the dissatisfied to do 
was to run away, whicn wney did, 
chiefly because they had a place to 
go to—a situation that doesn’t exist 


today.

Incomprehensible Treatment of a} 
Plot in Brooklyn. 
To the Fditor of The New York Times: 
Discussion of playgrounds leads me 
to mention what seems to be a curi- 
ous occurrence in a section of Brook- 
lyn. The city appears to be the owner 
of about two blocks of vacant land} 
bounded by Second Avenue, Thirty- 
ninth Street, the waterfront where 
New York and Staten Island ferry 
slips are located, and the right of 
way of B. M. T. tracks. Within re- 
cent years this stretch of Thirty- 
ninth Street has been reconstructed 
a much-needed improvement—but | 
beginning about the time this work | 
was initiated there has been a series 
of occurrences on the adjoining land 
that has impressed me as anything 
but edifying. 
First, a playground was opened at 


opened with a celebration and con- 
siderable publicity. About the same 
time a cavernous excavation was 
made at the west end, presumably 
to get soil wanted for some purpose 
elsewhere. Then they started filling 
it in again with a mixture of dirt 
and rocks and continued to spread 
similar material on the _ surface, | 
carrying the process to the extreme | 
east end and completely burying the 
playground, of which the only pres- 
ent remaining sign is a partly visi- 
ble swing-frame. This deposit of 
glacial drift or whatever, largely 
sizable rocks with some intermix- 
ture of rubbish such as an old auto- 
mobile or two, now rises at practi- | 
cally all points well above the street 
level and forms a small hill near the 
ferry slips, while a strangely located 
line of poles further detracts from 
the appearance. Ironically, several 
signs have been erected warning all | 
persons to dump no rubbish under 
penalty of the law, though nothing 
likely to be dumped could be much 
worse than the enormous quantity of 
rock mixture the city has put there. 

What they ever expect to do with 
this rather valuable land, close to 
the Bush Terminal and the ferries, 
is a mystery. It has been about 
ruined for park purposes, barring 
huge expense for undoing what has 
already been done. To a buyer for 
purposes of building the value would 
be reduced by the additional heavy 
expense he would incur in excavat- 
ing. The land should not be sold, 
nor should it have been spoiled as it 
has been. There is real need of a 
park and playground in that neigh- 
borhood. The hypocrisy of opening 
a playground—well used while it 
lasted—and then deliberately spoiling 
it, needs no emphasis. 

I do not question the sincerity of 
those who are opposing the use of 
any kind of park land for a public 
exhibition for charitable purposes, 
but think that a thorough investiga-

ON HIS 50TH BIRTHDAY 


Praised as a Scientist, a Jew and 
a Humanitarian at City 
College Meeting.

greatest intellect the world has yet

tivity, but also on his other achieve- 


ments in the study of Brownian | 


Movements, molecular magnitudes 
| and quantum mechanics, he declared. 
Dr. Talmey discussed his friend- 


ship with Einstein between the years | 


1889 and 1895 and concluded his talk 
with an analysis of the reasons for 


the general lack of knowledge con- 
cerning the true nature of the Ein- 
stein theory. 

‘Even highly educated people,’’ he 
said, ‘‘know very little about the rel- 
ativity theory. Two reasons chiefly 
account for this. Poetry and phil- 
osophy—realms to which the theory 
does not belong at all—have hold of 
it, obscuring it greatly. The second 
and more important reason for edu- 
cated laymen’s ignorance of the rela- 
tivity theory is that the ability of 
good teaching, which is independent 
of great scholarship, is a rare gift, 
as rare as that of creating good 
poetry, and the theory has not yet 
found the perfect teacher. When he 
has arisen, educated laymen, too, will 
| understand what our protagonist has 
given the world.”’ 

Dr. Wise included Dr. Einstein in 
“that group of great minds which 
includes Heine and Disraeli, who, 
although unable to accept all that 
the Jewish religion implies, are still 
less able to break away from the 
group. Einstein, in accepting his 
part in the group, has participated 
in the Zionist movement as a means 
of founding, not a religious refuge, 
but rather a place where the race 
can be completely Jewish.”’

MEXICO CITY, May 16.—A man 
With an iron constitution is Juan 
Aviles, who served in General 
Marcelo Caraveo’s rebel forces 
with the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel, according to a dispatch 
from Juarez to the newspaper, 
Universal Grafico.

NEW TRADE BUREAU LIKELY 


Port Unity Preservation, Modernized 
Building Code and Promotion of 
Aviation Also to Be Sought. 





Plans involving the expenditure of 
$100,000 for a widespread expansion 
of the work and services of the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York 
were announced yesterday by Willis 
H. Booth, president. They will in- 
clude the creation of a committee to 
study domestic trade and distribu- 
tion problems to help New York 
manufacturers, wholesalers, jobbers 
and retailers in the nation-wide dis- 
tribution of their products. 

The new committee, Mr. Booth 
said, would probably be followed by 
the establishment of a Domestic Bu 
reau of Trade, which will directly 
aid merchants in the distribution of 
their goods throughout the United 
States in the same manner as, for 
the past thirteen years, the associa 
tion’s Foreign Trade Bureau has 
aided them in the development of 
their foreign markets. The function 
of the preliminary committee, he 
said, would be to bring to local busi- 
ness men ‘‘a better understanding of 
what modern economic thought rec- 
ognizes as the outstanding trade 
problems of the day.’’ 

‘Our national problems of distribu- 
tion,’’ he continued, ‘‘are in a state 
of flux Sales methods, advertising 
methods, methods of transportation 
and other factors are changing rap 
idly and are poorly understood by the 
average trader. To meet competition 
from other cities New York manu- 
facturers and merchants must keep 
abreast of developments. 

Another item in the association’s 
new program, Mr. Booth said, would 
be the determination as soon as pos- 
sible of a plan whereby it might be 
ascertained how ‘‘the rapidly in- 
creasing’’ city tax receipts were ex- 
pended and whether or not these ex- 
penditures were economical and for 
the best public interest. 

‘Particular attention,’ 
“will be given at all times to the 
preservation of the unity of the 
port.’’

Whalen made it plain that the com- 
mission would have nothing to do 
with the management of the Police 
James P. Sinnott, sec- 
retary of the Police Department, 
will act as liaison officer between the 
commission and the department, he 
said. 


Must Begin With the Child. 


“There is general agreement,”’ the 
Commissioner told the citizens 
group, ‘“‘that if we are to combat 
criminality we must begin with the 
child and the youth. The blame for a 


criminal career all too frequently 
rests not on the individual as much 
as on the community which permits 
the development of delinquent ten- 
dencies. With definite objectives, this 
commission can attack the ‘breeding 
spots’ of crime in this city, and 
those evil influences which make for 
early delinquency in our boys and 
girls.”’ 

Thirteen points were outlined in 
Commissioner Whalen’s program pre 
sented to the commission for study. 
A plan of procedure will be formu. 
lated by the executive committee of 
the commission, composed of Mr 
Hutton, William Lewis Butcher, di- 
rector of the New York Children’s 
Aid Society, who was elected vice 
chairman, and Edwin J. Cooley, chief 
probation officer of the Court of Gen- 


'eral Sessions, who was made secre- 


tary. 

The executive committee will ap 
point subcommittees to review the 
program, and a survey of all previous 
studies made aion e line of crime 
prevention gag out the country 
will be made so that any suggestions 
deemed practical might be used. 
Members of the commission pledged 
themselves not to discuss their plans 
out of committee.

Program for Study. 


The program submitted to the com- 
mission follows: 


1. To determine how the Welfare and 
Jomen’s Divisions can improve 
their methods and extend their ac- 
tivities, and particularly how they 
can be made a more helpful agency 
for boys and girls of various neigh- 
borhoods. 

2. To formulate plans for the elimi- 
nation of places and influences that 
foster the development of crimi- 
nals. 

3. To bring about a more apprecia- 
tive and better informed public 
opinion regarding the crime prob- 
lem and to encourage the police 
force not only to detect and appre- 
hend the offender but to report on 
conditions that tend to demoralize 
youth. 

4. To suggest methods of reaching 
the pre-delinquent youth of the 
city. 

5. To confer with the school authori- 
ties and vocational counselors to 
ascertain how the police can coop- 
erate with them to induce pupils 
to utilize advantages of public, 
high, continuation and trade 
schools, 

Possibly ata latertime well quali- 
fied police officers might be trained 
to speak at schools throughout the 


city to advise the children con- 
structively and to warn them 
against the ways that lead to 
crime. 


Control of Resorts. 


To develop a program to serve as 
a guide for the officers of the Wo- 
men’s Division for the supervision 


of dance halls, movies, beach re- 

sorts and other places frequented 

by youth. 

Owners might be required to en- 
gage a trained social worker to 
supervise youthful patrons under 
the direction of the Police Depart- 
ment. 

To cooperate with private and 
public employment agencies in the 
effort to interest employers in the 
placement and industrial adjust- 
ment of minors. 
8. The police welfare units should 

familiarize themselves with the 

wayward minor act and should 
make use of it in such cases as 
may require court action. 

9. The commission should study the 
pernicious environmental influences 
present in the lives of our delin- 
quent youths and determine upon 
plans and policy for their correc- 
tion. 

10. The welfare officers should un- 
dertake to become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the public and pri- 
vate social agencies in the precinct 
as well as with the commercial rec- 
reational resources. They shouid 
cooperate with the Church and the 
school, advise with parents and 
watch over the boys and girls. 

ll. To suggest ways and means 
through which street trades can be 
be better supervised. 

2. To ascertain to what extent pool- 
rooms provide a congregating 
place for unemployed youths dur- 
ng the day and what action should 
be taken to correct this condition.

They played two 
games at Braves Field today and 
lost the same number, 12,000 Bos- 
tonians carolling joyously as their 


heroes came from behind to nose out 
the New Yorkers in each engage- 
ment. The scores were 4 to 3 and 5 
to 4. No. 2 was more grievous than 
No. 1 because it went ten innings 
and because in their last half of the 
overtime inning the Giants broke 
the 3-3 tie and took a 4-3 lead. 

Then two Braves got out quickly 
and a brisk grounder from the third 
batter, Earl Clark, headed straight! 
for Jackson. But with victory just 
a step ahead of the Giants, Clark’s 
smash bounced crookedly so that 
Jackson missed it. Then disaster 
came fast. Joe Dugan poled a low 
rakish two-bagger to left centre, his 
fourth hit off Hubbell, scoring Clark | 
from first with the tying run. Ma-| 
guire pointed another scorcher to 
right centre and Jumping Joe scooted 
home with the winning tally. 

Prodigious hitting by Melvin Ott 
could not reclaim this second game 
from the limbo of the lost. Mell had | 
only one hit in the first game, but 
in the second he blasted three drives 
that made the Hub fans gasp. 


Drive Ties the Score. 


The most spectacular of the three 
was his home run in the seventh. | 
The hit, incidentally, tied the score 


at 3-all and necessitated an extra in- 
ning. The ball landed half way up 
in the far-away right field bleachers, 
and never since Braves Field opened 
for business in 1915 had any player 
driven a ball that high.

Benton went overboard in the sixth 
inning of the opener. The Braves

Bruce Cunningham, his 
mound rival, beat Benton by his 
batting. Cunningham, a right-hanc 
rookie from Los Angeles, making his 
first start in the big leagues, started 
the Boston scoring in the third with 
a single, and in the sixth his single 
drove home the tying run. The! 
fourth hit of the winning rally fol- 
lowed immediately, a blistering 
double by Richbourg scoring Spohrer 
with the winning run. 

In each game the Giants held the 
lead first. They scored three runs 
against Cunningham in the second 
inning of the first game. Terry’s

William Hurley, Thompson’s assis 
tant, who has handled other the 
Bradley horses efficiently, will sad- 
dle Blue Larkspur in the Derby, for 
which the son of Black Servant and 
Blossom Time rules just as strong a 
favorite as before. 

Thompson was operated on for ap- 
pendicitis last night. The physicians 
issued a _ statement today that 
Thompson had stood the operation 
well but would not be out of danger 
several days. The news of the opera- 
tion was a surprise and a shock to 
the thousands of turt followers who 
already are thronging this city. 

Blue Larkspur’s training is virtual 
ly completed, so that the absence of 
‘hompson may be considered no ac- 
tual detriment to the chances of the 
horse in the Derby. This morning 
the Bradley horse went for a brief 
gallop as a pipe-opener and will have 
no more heavy work before he goes 
to the post on Saturday.

Railroads Now Providing Bus 
and Air Service, P. R. R.'s 
Head Says to Bond Club. 








LOOKING AHEAD A DECADE 





Companies Anticipating Business 


Requirements—Requirements for 
Investors Discussed. 


Railroads are no longer only rail- 
roads but are also general transpor- 
tation companies, W. W. Atterbury, 
president of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, said yesterday at a luncheon 
of the Bond Club at the Bankers 
Club. He said it was now a function 
of the railways to provide transpor- 
tation on highways and airways for 
passengers, and door-to-door trans- 

rtation for merchandise with or 
without the use of container devices 
on railways and highways. 

“We must be prepared to offer you 
railroad service where that is most 
desirable, or bus service, or service 
by airplane,”’ said General Atterbury. 
“We must adjust our freight facili- 
ties more and more to the needs of 
the individual shippers. In other 
words, my view of a railroad is that 
it should give the people the kind 
of transportation they want—not 
what the railroads think they ought 
to have. 

Gives Examples ec 


New Service. 

“Let me give you three concrete 
examples of what this new transpor- 
tion service means: 

“About the first of July you will be 
able to pick up your telephone, order 
a ticket and reservation from Penn- 
sylvania Station to Los Angeles, and 
be there two days later. Your ticket 
and reservation will give you two 
nights’ comfortable sleeping in luxu- 
rious Pullmans and two delightful 
daylight rides in de luxe passenger 
airliners. 

“You can pick up your telephone 
again and order a motor truck with 
a steel container to come to your 
lant shipping platform in the morn- 
ing. load up some less-than-carload 
freight, and have the _ container 
hauled td the railroad, loaded on a 
fiat car and delivered intact by motor 
truck to your customer’s receiving 
platform in Philadelphia the next 
day 

“In a comparatively short time, 
too, you will be able to go down to 
the Pennsylvania Station and buy a 
combination ticket. It will enable 
you to go from here to Chicago, for 
instance, part way by railroad and 
part way by motor bus. 

“In our combination rail-air ser- 
vice, exhaustive studies have been 
made to insure regularity and depen- 
dability in all seasons and weather;
